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I. Claim Amendments 

Claims 4 and 9 are currently amended to read, in part: "a fluid storage cavity connected 
te in fluid connection with t he valve" (Claim 4), and "a third of said ports being connected to 
in fluid connection with the fluid storage cavity" (Claim 9). Applicant respectfully submits that 
the amended language of these claims is fully supported in the specification as filed. For 
example, paragraph [0007] provides: is A valve or tap in fluid connection with the fluid delivery 
device allows the function of the catheter to be switched from draining urine from the bladder 
into the bag, to delivering drugs into the bladder." 

II. Provisional Election of Species with Traverse 

In the Office Action dated June 15, 2006, it was indicated that the present application 
contains claims directed to the following species identified as being patentably distinct: (a) 
Figure 1, (b) Figure 2, (c) Figure 3, (d) Figure 4, (e) Figure 5, (f) Figure 6, and (g) Figure 7. 

Applicant hereby provisionally elects with traverse to prosecute the claims of Species (a), 
shown in Figure 1, for prosecution on the merits. Applicant respectfully submits that Claims 1-3, 
4-7, 9-16, and 17-18 read on the elected species. Claim 8 is hereby withdrawn; however 
Applicant explicitly reserves the right to reinstate Claim 8 should a generic claim be found 
allowable. Applicant also explicitly reserves the right to file a divisional application for any 
withdrawn claims if no claim in this application is found to be generic. 

III. Generic Claims 

The Office Action indicated that currently no claim is generic. (Office Action, pg. 2, 
para. 2). However, Applicant respectfully submits that Claims 1, 4, 7, 9, 11, 17 and 18 are 
generic and read on the species embodied in each of Figures 1-7. Applicant also submits that 
Claim 15 is generic and reads on elected Species (a) (Figure I) and non-elected Species (f) 
(Figure 6). Claims 4 and 9 are currently amended and are reflected in the listing of claims 
beginning on page 2 of this paper. Remarks regarding these amendments are provided above. 
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Applicant respectfully provides the following argument in regard to the generic nature of Claims 

1,4, 7, 9, 11, 15, 17and 18: 

Claim 1 defines, for example: 

1 . A device comprising: 

a container defining an interior portion, said container having at least one 
opening; 

a tube having a first end and a second end, said first tube end slideably 
passing through the at least one opening of the container, said second tube end 
being disposed within the interior portion of the container; 

a valve at least partially disposed within the interior portion of the 
container, the valve having at least three ports, a first port being connected to the 
second tube end, a second port being open to the interior portion of the container; 

the valve being operable from outside of the container to selectively open 
a fluid pathway between a third port of the valve and the first port of the valve. 

Applicant respectfully submits that Claim 1 reads on each of the species embodied in 
Figures 1-7. The species embodied in these figures each include a container, a tube having a first 
end and a second end, a valve having at least three ports, and the valve being operable from 
outside of the container. 

Similarly, Claim 4 reads on each of the species embodied in Figures 1-7. Claim 4 

defines: 

4. A device comprising: 

a container defining an interior portion, said container having at least one 
opening; 

a valve disposed at least partially within the container; 

a tube slideably passing through the at least one opening of the container, 
the tube defining a fluid pathway between the valve and a distal end of the tube; 

a fluid storage cavity eonn< ? eted - to in fluid connection with t he valve; 

the valve being operable from outside of the container to selectively allow 
the flow of fluid from the fluid storage cavity into the tube. 

Each of the species embodied in Figures 1-7 comprises a container, a valve, a tube, a 
fluid storage cavity, and the valve being operable from outside of the container. Similarly, 
Claims 7, 9 and 11 read on each of the species embodied in Figures 1-7. Thus, Applicant 
respectfully submits that Claims 1, 4, 7, 9 and 1 1 are generic in that they read on each of the 
species shown in Figures 1-7. 
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With regard to the embodiment shown in Figure 6, Applicant respectfully notes that 
although a fluid storage cavity is not shown in Figure 6, the specification discloses exemplary 
embodiments in which a fluid storage cavity is in fluid connection with the valve, as required by 
Claim 4. For example, paragraph [0020) describes, in part: "In the embodiment of FIG. 6, a 
syringe or other fluid delivery device can be attached to the connector 48 and used to deliver 
fluid into the bladder once the multi-position valve 30 is operated to open the proper fluid 
pathway from the connector 48 to the catheter tube 24." 

Claim 17 defines: 

1 7. A method of treating a patient comprising the steps: 

providing a catheter having a tube and a bag, a first end of the tube being 
in the bag; 

inserting a second end of the tube into the patient's urethra; 

draining the patient's bladder into the bag through the tube; 

injecting a volume of fluid into the patient's bladder through the tube 
without piercing the bag, and without removing the first end of the tube from the 
bag. 

Applicant respectfully submits that Claim 17 and dependent Claim 1 8 read on each of the 
species embodied in Figures 1-7 in that each of the devices disclosed in these figures can be used 
to practice methods recited in Claims 17 and 18. 

Applicant respectfully submits that Claim 15 is generic to Species (a) (Figure I) and 
Species (f) (Figure 6). Claim 15 reads: 

15. The device of claim 4, wherein the fluid storage cavity comprises a 
syringe. 

Applicant respectfully notes that the specification discloses exemplary embodiments in 
which a fluid storage cavity comprises a syringe. For example, paragraph [0012] reads, in part: 
"The fluid storage and delivery device 38 is preferably under mechanical pressure, whether from 
the elastic properties of a balloon material if a balloon is used, spring loading in the case of a 
syringe, or other energy storage mechanism. The pressurizaiion allows for a more convenient 
method of drug delivery, however, manual pressure (e.g. squeezing of a non-pressurized vessel 
or operation of a non-spring-loaded syringe) is within the scope of the invention." Likewise, 
paragraph [0015] provides, in part: "The fluid storage and delivery device 38 is not required to 
be a balloon. Other configurations are possible, such as a spring-loaded syringe ..." As 
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provided above, paragraph [0020] similarly discloses the use of a syringe: "In the embodiment of 
FIG. 6, a syringe or other fluid delivery device can be attached to the connector 48 and used to 
deliver fluid into the bladder . . 

Thus, Applicant respectfully requests that examination be made of each of the generic 
claims 1, 4, 7 5 9, 11, 15, 17 and 18, as well as Claims 2-3, 5-6, 10, 12-14 and 16 which read on 
the elected Species (a) (shown in Figure i). Applicant also submits that withdrawn Claim 8 
reads on Species (b) (shown in Figure 2. 

Applicant respectfully notes that references made above to the specification are solely for 
the purpose of responding to the Restriction Requirement. The claims of the present application 
are not limited to the exemplary embodiments disclosed in the specification.
